to impert] parties; the palpib darad not enter a
ciusude ngalnst w populnr sio or lnlgonity—
there wos nlways o tacit partuership belween
wws sud pulpit. It waos only the Lyceam
{hat could afford to be Independont, and éx press
A honest views, Here wis taugiat the eourave
thatl dared to lsten 1o an oppobent. If we, as &
nntion, were to be whint we pretended to be—I1f
republicanism were no shinm—1t was Indispon-
sable that there should be a platform where
thought could be represonted untrammelled,
Bucu o platiorm was the Lyceum., IL was &
sufliclent compliment to the Lyveeum that it
bhad edueated the publle mind up to a polnt
where 1t could go through the grent national

Particulars nbout the New President,

By late arrivals at New York we have further
intelligence trom Hayti, via Jamalos, reccived
ut the latter place by her Majesty’s ship Cadmus.

General Nissage Savet had ot length been in-
duced tq accept the Provisionnl Presidency, and
General SBalnaye bad been elected President by
the Senate, but had not yel arrived at Port-au-
Pripce trom the North,

The following is the deorec expatrinting Presi-
dent Getirard, and calling upon the ?cople 1o
pursue aud caprure him should he land in Hay-
tien territory—

Considering that General Geffeard has violated
the provisions of the Constitution, and become a
traitor to the country, and absconded trom the
Cupitul, followed by his emigsuries, on the night
af the 18th of March, tsking with them the pub-
lie wopeys, itis decreca—

1. That General Geffrard, his wife, his elul-
dren, and hig sons-in-law, A. Datey, N. Corset,
A. Windsor, and B. Coginone, are¢ banlshed for-
ever from the tercitory of the Republic,

2. Also for tem years the following:—A.
Canie, Tiberins Zamor, B, Namise, St. Macary,
#f, Amand, and Cadet Jemise,

4, In case the deeree should be violated, any
cltizen s authorized to tteat them as traitors,

4. General Geffard, and all those who have
been his ministers from the dissolution of the
Houge of Representatives in 1803, to the 20d
February, 1867, are included in the act of expa-
triation, and their properties are provisionally
conficcated,

. Such parts of their property ns ars perish-
able will be immediately sold.

The revolutionary army of 8t. Mare entered
Port-au-Prince on the 20th of March, und were
enthusiastically received by the inhabitants.
They visited the Cathedral, where s Te Deum
was chanted in honor of the revolution.

Sulnave had written Saget approving of all
that tae Provisionnl Committee had doune con-
cerning the revision of the Constitution and the
sending away & great part of the army to their
firesides, He had also written General Cheva-
lier, fu command of the troops st Port aun
Prgee, expressing hls approval of the steps he
bud laken. These letters had been read to the
goldlers, and 1t 18 said that the greatest concord
prevails between the three chiefs,

The following Interesting particulars of the
new Hayuen President are given in a letter
from & gentleman st Cape Haytian to a frieod
nt Fort-au-Prince, nundeér date of April 1:—

“General Buloave arrived at Caps Haytien on
the morning of the 27th of March from Turk's
Island, wll.ﬁ about twenty followers. He wus
received with the greatest enthusiasm, The
wharves and principsl streets were crowded,
and salutes were fired in his honor from the
shore, and also from the American vessel of war
that was In port. Flags were flying in ull the
windows, All the Consuls went to the wharf 1o
receive him, His return was cumimmbla to the
return of Napoleon from Elba, He is evidently
i fine tellow; quite a young mun,of thirty-three,
and no more. He looks much better than he is
represented in bis photograph, He is not yeu
dis to come over (to Port-au-Prince); he
wishes to put things in order first,  He doea not
wish to see auy of Geffrard's people.”

The Provisional President, with the consent
of the Executive Council, had published & de-
cree discontinuing the Consulates at Kingston,
Jumaiea, and Turk's Island, These agnulm-
ments were held by adherents of Gelfrard's,

Havaxa, Apnl 16, —Letiers from Vera Cruz to
the 13th Inst, contirm the capture of Puebla b
It was taken by gssault on the 2d,
Two demands were made for the surrender by
Porfirio Diaz, who promised to giwve qusrter to
the defenders of the cily, if his demands were
promptly comphed with. They were, however,
rejecred with scornful and insulting langouge.

In the gssault, Dinz lost about two taouvsand
killed and wounded, and the Imperialists abount
one thousand, As Diaz had threatened, he
relused to give quarter to all officers charged
with the delense of the city, fiom the rank of
lieutenant up, and cagsed them to be executed,
Some accounts say thut the vumber was twenty-
nine: other sccounts say that it was sixty-three,
others eighty-five, and still others one bundred
sud nioe.

Some one hundred and forty officers who had
girengthened themselves 1o the defenses of
tnadn'oupe and Loretto were allowed tocapita
lute apdiserevion, and their lives sparad to thewm,
